Also, been working on my newly aquired Hammarlund HQ-180. You know, 
the one you just had to have and paid over $200 for. That's the one, worked 
for awhile too. Then, cooked. The L6 8mH choke is getting very hot (leaking 
wax but still ohms out at 400 ohms) and it 
is pulling nearly 300 watts (when I get up the nerve to turn the variac 
up for a few seconds). One 40ufd has 245 volts and the other 40Qufd has only 
about 25 volts and the questionable schematic I have indicates that L6 is 
between them so I think something is pulling it down. But what? I suspect 
a cap has failed. 

I find that the schematic appears to be wrong. HQ180(no a,b,c) and 
I also have a 1N1236 (think that's right) in place of the 5U4. Just like 
a tube with socket and all but a metal can. Someone also 
appears to have recapped the thing sometime back and used all disk caps. 
Not too sure weather that is a problem or if orange drops (or yellow ones 
from AES) would be better. This thing would be hell to try and redo the 
caps from the looks of it. Has anyone ran across this? Do you maybe have 
the correct schematic that you can make a copy of? I have the complete 
HQ-180 manual with HQ-180A modification info. Just seems like when I try 
and trace out things on this the schematic and the radio don't even 
seem close. For instance, L6 tied to pin 5 of where the 5U4 should be. 
Maybe just a convenient tie point. Also, the manual does not have a picture 
or drawing from the bottom side idicating which parts are which. 

Probably time to go back to the starting point, check the tubes and 
go from there. Leason learned, never leave a newly aquired BA unattended.

If you're really stuck and have available the A.R.C. base (to include the 
cast aluminum dynamotor cradle), you can remove a DM-34(14V) or DM-36(28V) 
dynamotor machine from its steel mounting base, drill and tap four holes in 
its frame to match the clearance holes in A.R.C.'s cradle, solder in the 
leads, bolt it together and "Shazam!"

Hello Boatanchor Fans, 


Been looking at the various comments about getting decent 
connectiions between tower legs etc. You clamp a ground wire to 

the leg of the tower using a clamp that is also made of zinc, or at 
least zinc plated. The wire attacthed to the clamp you are using for 
a ground is most likely going to be copper. Hmm. That could be 
problem. Slop on alot of grease to keep the moister from starting a 
galvanic process going. Check the connection once in a while and see 
what is going on. A trick I also used was to use stainless steel 
hose clamps and stainless steel shim stock between dissimalar metals. 
Put the shim stock around the leg of the tower, then your copper 
ground wire, and a couple of hose clamps to hold it all in place. 


I would highly suggest that if a person was really serious about 

doing this correctly, go visit a commercial radio site. Look at their 
installation. Talk to some of the people who installed the stuff.

I know two types, one is FT401D, which is 100W output model by two 6JS6. 

The other is FT401S, which is 10W output one by single 6JS6. Both model 
have same power transformer, so FT401S is available to increase output power 
by adding another 6JS6 and changing circuit of the power supply. 


FT401B may be original numbering in the US. I don't think it has 
big diffrence from -D, or -S. 


In 1980s, I had used ones at club stations of the high school and the 
university. They worked in the contests. They were better for low band 


than other transistorized front-end like TS520. But bad for high band. 
Anyhow, we didn't have other rigs. 


This transceiver includes rare 7360 tube. So it may be good idea to 
play with homemade balanced modulator, if you part yours. 


2 years ago, I got the FT401D. One day it smoked, and I leave it now. 
Yes, it uses the cheap PC board. This isn't good for repair. 


Anyway, I like design of the front panel, which exists with my memories in 
teens. If you need the schematic, I'll send you it.

I spent a pleasant Sunday morning wandering around this year's edition 
of the Manassas Hamfest. There were fewer attendees than last year, 
and I didn't get in early enough to see the real goodies. Something 

a lot like an SX-17 was walking out as I was walking in, and all the 
$50 bugs were long gone (no matter, I found a nice $50 Blue Racer 
Saturday afternoon at EEB, Bob's old key.) 


There were a few Drakes, a 2-A and a 2-B, without speakers for $125 
apiece. There was a 2-C/2-CS for $150 or so, and an early R-4C for 
around $200. There were at least 2 MN-2000's for $200, a couple of 
C-4's (one hacked up pretty badly) and several TR-4's in the $175- 
$250 range. There was a nicely refurbed TR-4C/MN-4/AC-4 for $300, 
and a pretty 7-line station for around $1100. A cherry pair of 
B-twins sold before I saw them. I saw one $100 black-wrinkle 
Champion bug, and a $125 Original Deluxe. Criminey. 


There were several HT-32A's, one caseless, in the $125 range, and 
some nice Nationals, a HRO-50T missing the A coilset for $125, 
another with ABCD coilsets for $150, and an NC-183D. I saw a $50 
S-38B, and a $75 SR-150. There was a make-offer RAO that was very 
dirty but apparently complete, and the vernier was still silky 
smooth after 50 years. I wanted it pretty badly, but I promised 
myself I wouldn't buy radios I couldn't lift without hurting myself. 


There were a number of Ft-101's, E and ZD, in the $350 range, and 
a couple of RME's I couldn't recognize, as well as a couple of 
Gonsets. I saw an scratched up HQ-170AC for $225 'firm', a nice 
HQ-110 for $125, and a make-offer HQ-145. Saw a $2000 Alpha 78, 
looked brand new. 


I didn't see any Johnson gear at all, and no TO's either. There 
were a few Collins pieces, but no complete S-lines, and not all 
that many Heath pieces. Lots and lots of computer junk, but no 
S-100 bits, and I didn't find the 1-A I was hoping for, so I 
almost made it out with all my money, until... 


A virtually new pair of Yaesu twins, FL-101 and FR-101D, jumped up 
and bit me on the way out. Unused, from an estate, plastic still 


covering the front panels and YAESU Q/A tags hanging off the handles. 
No boxes, no manuals, but cherry-cherry. Asked $575, paid $520, and 
I'm a happy, but poor, camper. Only 3 tubes in the Tx, but 20-odd 
BA-like lbs apiece, circa 1976. Like'm. 


Saturday's Blue Racer is quite a different beasty from the Lightning 
Bug I've been trying to learn. Even with a pair of round weights, 

it won't slow down to less than about 22 wpm. The Lightning Bug, 

with one big square weight, runs at about 15 wpm (estimates by earball 
comparison to an old MM-2 electronic keyer.) I guess I've got a ways 

to go, but the Racer surely does feel nice (gives my fingers happyfeet. )

A friend dropped by on Saturday with a RACAL RA-71 receiver which was a 
commercial/ham version of the British Military RA-17. The receiver is 
heavy 66pounds and is tall but not very wide (close to square). It covers 
500Khz to 30Mhz with a counter readout dial that is the envy of even the 
R390 series. Copies SSB very well and sounds like an NC183D on AM...unlike 
the HQ170 and other receivers it works best if matched to an antenna cut to 
the frequency. My receiving loop for 160 worked fair thru 8Mhz but I had to 


switch to the KT34XA to make 20 or 10 come alive. 10 was open to SA and 
also West Africa and on the West Africa station (9L2) my rice box did hear 
slightly better. 


The most striking feature was the S-meter. It had a clear glass front and 
was rounded much like a pre-war meter. Craftsmanship was a 10+. We found 
it cost $1,200 in 1965..this one came from a ship with a Liberian Flag but 
under the Alcoa name. They just replaced it about 18 months ago. My friend 
said at the auction he got it for $90. 


I tried to trade with him (he is just an SWL) but he went home with the RA-71.
